much  more  agreeable  to  have  a furvev 
preparation  of  this  fort  made  by  neigh- 
bours and  acquaintances,  in  many  cafes 
by  their  own  fervants  and  labourer?, 
than  by  ffrangars. 

But  the  objeft  and  its  advantages  are 
equally  loll,  if  the  utmoft  difpatch  and 
celerity  are  not  ufed  in  making  all  pro 
vious  arrangements,  and  in  proportio 
as  thefe  arrangements  are  completed,  t!

IT  is  true  that  in  a former  fituation 
of  our  affairs,  the  mercantile  body  had 
it  not  in  its  power,  to  embark  in  the  ex- 
portation of  our  raw  materials.  The 
•want  of  capital  prevented  them  from 
doing  it.  To  this  may  be  added  the  dif- 
ficulties of  navigation,  the  forbidding 
and  fatal  fluctuations  of  the  market,  at 
Orleans,  and  the  lofTes  which  fometimes 
occurred  to  baffle  and  difcourage  him. 

But  thefe  things  are  now  in  a great  mea- 
sure fo  far  removed,  that  it  will  be  pur- 
suing the  road  to  ruin,  with  our  eyes  o 
pen,  if  any  further  excufe  is  permitted 
on  the  part  of  the  farming  clafs.  The

What  then,  in  the  name  of  wifdom, 
is  to  prevent  us  from  receiving  the  fame 
benefits  from  our  commerce,  with  our 
fider  dates  ? It  is  not  becaufe  we  do 
npr.  polTefs  the  means,  hut  becaufe  the 
farming  clafs  have  happened  to  get  into 
the  habit  of  encouraging  a different 
kind  of  trade  ; becaufe  they  may  not 
perceive  at  otice  the  absolute  necessity 
of  encouraging  the  exporter,  to  do  any- 
thing wife  and  valuable,  and  becaufe  the 
plan  is  oppofed  by  the  merchant. 

I know  of  merchants,  who,  I have 
every  reafon  to  believe,  are  in  podeffion 
of  large  and  valuable  capitals,  that 
would  embark  in  the  exporting  trade, 
provided  they  were  encouraged  by  the 
only  clafs  who  can  pulh  thofe  capitals  in- 
to operation.  Thefe  men,,  however, 
who  ought  to  receive  the  higlied  encou- 
ragement, are  oppofed  in  the  mod  (lame 
ful  manner  by  tile  agricultural  clafs 
Let  this  point  be  examined. 

They  import  their  Cargoes  from  the 
fame  markets,  Upon  as  good  terms,  and 
with  every  capacity  to  fed  as  cheap,  e 
ther  for  cash  or  produce,  as  the  cash  re 
tailer.  With  the  laudable  idea  of  be- 
ing beneficial  to  the  farmer  and  to  en- 
courage foreign  exportation,  they  have 
opened  markets  for  almod  every  kind  of 
country  produce.  The  farmer  has  a de- 
mand for  goods,  and  brings  into  thefe 
markets  fuch  commodities,  as  the  retail- 
er has  refilled  to  purchafe.  At  thefe 
markets  he  procures  calh  for  his  articles  ; 
and  when  it  is  nothing  more  than  fight  for 
the  merchant  to  whom  he  has  fold  his  pro- 
duce, to  expeft  that  if  the  farmer  wants 
any  thing,  he  will  take  up  his  goods  at 
thedore  where  he  fells,  he  receives  cash 
with  the  plaufible'  dory  that  he  wants 
nothing  but  that  article,  and  goes  away 
to  the  cash  retailer  and  lays  it  out  ! 

He  does  this  under  the  old  notion,  that 
he  will  be  charged  less  for  bis  goods 
when  he  gives  cadi  for  them 

Now  what  is  the  amount  of  this  kind  of 
trade  ? which,  to  fay  the  bed  of  it  is  a 
kind  of  ungenerous  diffimulation,  a l'p.- 
ciesof  than  kiefs  ingratitude  that  opens 
no  rewards  Jor  the  very  body  of  men , 
who  are  difpofed  to  benefit  the  country  ? 

When  he  perceives  this  treatment  of  the 
farmer,  will  he  not  look  around  him  and 
fay,  why  am  I purfuing  a plan,  that 
wliild  I permit  the  current  of  coin  to  be 
palling  by  me  into  the  hands  of  the  mo 
nopolizing  retailer,  for  the  fake  of  the 
farmer, he  is,  in  the  mean  time, doingthat 
which  (hall  frudrate  my  views  ? Am  I 
bound,  by  the  cudomary  calculations  of 
judice,  to  do  that  for  another  for  which 
I am  to  receive  no  reward,  and  no  re- 
turns of  gratitude  ? Under  thefe i m pref- 
fions,  men  are  neither  bound  by  duty  or 
difpofed  from  private  intered,  to  aft 
with  a popular  fpirit.  If  they  perceive 
that  the  cash  retailer  is  drawing  in  all 
the  profits  of  trade,  by  a more  provident 
mode  of  afting,  they  will  do  the  fame 
thing.

IF  this  fubjift  is  further  purfued,  we 
(hall  find  that  the  treaty  ought  rather 
to  be  confidered  as  a donation  than  fale. 

This  will  appear,  froth  conlidering, 
(1)  the  importance  of  territorial  poffef- 
lions  at  the  mouth  of  the  Miffiffipp 
to  the  commercial  and  agricultural  in 
tereds  of  the  inhabitants  living  upon 
the  wedern  waters  ; (2)  the  great  addi 
tion  which  will  be  made  to  the  public  re 
venues,  by  the  introduftiori  of  our  fyf- 
f-m  of  taxation,  and  the  fale  of  vacant 
territorj1. 

1.  The  wederr.  peopie  have  hereto- 
fore cultivated  the  earth,  and  exported 
produce  with  little  profit  to  themfelves. 
At  lomfc  particular  periods  they  have 
been  coiflpenlatcd  for  their  labour  ; but 
in  the  general  they  have  met  with  diffi- 
culties too  great  to  be  furmounted.  Ex- 
cept in  the  exportation  of  cattle  and 
horfes  to  the  eadern  dates,  they  have 
hid  nd  market  upon  which  they  could 
certainly  rely:  And  that  is  daily  be- 
coming Tefs  advantageous  in  confcquence 
of  the  number  of  people  engaged  In  it, 
the  number  demanded  for  life,  bearing 
no  proportion  to  the  number  raifed.  The 
export  trade  to  New-Orleans  was  every 
moment  declining  in  confequence  of  the 
uncertain  market  which  it  afforded,  and 
which  never  could  be  removed  until  a 
tree  trade  was  permitted,  and  merchants 
of  capital  and  entevprize  fettled  there 
to  carry  off  the  fill-plus  produce.  U’n- 
der  the  Spanifh  government  this  never 
could  be  expected.  Knowing  the  ex- 
tent of  the  dangers  which  they  had  to 
apprehend  from  attacks  oil  their  colonies 
by  more  powerful  and  active  neighbors, 
they  were  too  jealous  to  encourage  or 
permit  their  fettlement  in  them,  leaft  a 
more  intimate  acquaintance  of  the  wcak- 
n els  and  value  of  their  colonies,  fhould 
invite  or  encourage  their  coiiqueft. 

1 heir  policy  has  ever  been  hofiile  to 
trade,  which  flouriffies  when  uncontroll- 
ed and  free.

•a  country  whole  importance  is  increaf- 
ng  and  will  continue  to  inereafe  with 
the  fettlement  and  cultivation  of  the 
upper  or  interior  territory.  The  impoffs 
upon  the  articles  imported  hither  mud 
be  great,  and  will  hourly  become  greater; 
and  in  a ratio  that  not  even  the  man 
who  has  viewed  the  rapid  and  extenfive 
improvements  of  interior  America,  can 
calculate,  with  any  degree  of  certainty. 

I he  (ale  of.  lands,  though  gradual, 
niufi  be  immenfe,  and  will,  continue  a 
lource  of  wealth  and  revenue  to  .the  uni- 
on for  many  years. 

Hence  I would  infer  that  this  ceffion 
affords  to  the  United  States  the  means 
of  raffing  a fum  far  greater  than  fifteen 
millions  of  dollars  in  fifteen  years,  with- 
out the  aid  of  an  additional  tax,  or  le- 
vying a fingle  cent  upon  the  good  peo 
pie  of  Yankey  Land  or  Delaware. 

Yet  this  treaty  was  to  opprefs  the  caff 
and  aggrandife  the  weft;  burthen  the 
public  revenue  with  a weight  which 
would  overpower  it,  and  derange  the  c 
conomical  calculations  of  a Gallatin.

T o New-Orleans,  merely,  we  have  hitherto 
looked  for  a market,  and  it  is  feldom  we  have 
looked  lurther,  becaule  commerce  there  had 
afli'med  no  fettled  and  regularfyflein  of  aftion ; 
and  we  could  neither  depend  upoti  merchants 
to  purchafe  lor  fliipment.oi  upon  ffiius  to  tranf- 
port  for  ourfelves.  .Merchants  in  Uie  eaftern 
dates  had  not  regularly  formed  connexions 
there,  and  the  arrival  of  veljels  was  uncertain. 
Our  produce  confined  to  that  place  wouhrering 
little,  and  what  was  over  the  amount  deAnd 
ed  for  confumption,  generally  periffied. 
that  we  are  poflefled  of  the  country,  we  have 
nothing  to  fear  from  the  exaftions  of  petty  of- 
ficers or  the  controul  and  tyranny  of  unprin 
ciplcd  intendants.  The  policy  of  our  govern- 
ment has  been  commercial,  and  we  may,  look 
for  a market  for  every  kind  of  produce  which 
will  bear  exportation.

On  the  mt- 
tion  of  Mr.  Hawkins  Browne,  in  ti  e 
committee  of  fupply,  20,0001.  wasgrant- 
ed  towards  making  a canal  through  the 
Highlands  of  Scotland  from  fea  to  lea. 
The  extent  is  59  miles,  29  of  which  are 
occupied  by  lakes  of  nnfathomabledepth. 
The  remaining  are  to  be  twenty  feet 
deep,  and  of  a proportionable 
breadth,  fo  that  (hips  of  the  line  may 
pafs  from  the  Baltic  to  the  Britifli 
channel. 

This  will  obviate  all  the  difficul- 
ties of  going  round  about  by  the 
Shetland  and  Orkney  Illes  ; a paffage 
of  14  days  in  the  calmed  weather, 
and  which,  in  the  windy  feafon,  is 
raredy  effected  in  lefs  than  three- 
months  ; which  by  the  propofed  canal 
the  ‘paffage  in  the  moll  unfavorable 
weather,  will  not  occupy  more  than 
12  days,  and  frequently  little  more 
than  half  that  period.  It  is  calcula- 
ted, that  the  whole  expence  of  this 
canal  will  not  exceed  the  lofs  fuf- 
tainedby  fhipwrecks,  in  the  prefent 
courfe  of  navigation  in  five  years.
